Be it enacted by the Legislaiure of the Slate of Minnesota:

SecrioN 1. Sec. §, of an act of the Legislative Assembly

w Of the Territory of Minnesota, entitled “ An Act prescribing
sectiom 3, provig- T0les and regulations for the execution of the trusts arising

under the Act of Congrees, entitled An Act for the relief of
citizens of towns upon lands of the United States under cer-

caimsots to lacd tain ¢lrcumsatances,” is amended so a8 to read &3 follows;

" Bec. 5. In care there shall be adverse claimants to such
lands, or to any part, parcel or share thereof, and the contro-
versy shall not be settled by agreement in wriling, between
the parties thereto, such controversy may be determined by
voluntary submission thercof in writing, by the parties to
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roference or arbitration, and by the written award or deter-
mination of the refereea or arbitrators. In case any auch
controversy shall not be so settled or determined within three ﬁ;‘i?.'ﬁ".’?l‘:i
months from the time of the entry of the land, either of the siverss dlaim-
claimants may bring a civil action against the adverse claim-sata
ant or claimsaats, in the District Court of the judicial district,
and in the county in which the lands ghall be situated; Pro-
vided, always, That no Judge of the District Court of this
State, who has been or is an adverse claimant, directly or in-
directly, of any portion of the lands embraced within such
town, or who i8 a party to any action brought to determine
the right to a conveyance of any portion of the lands within
such town, shall entertain, or hear, or determine any proceed-
ing, interlocutory or final, in any action brought to determine
such adverse claims to any portion of such lands, by or be-
tween any parties whatscever, but shall order such proceed-
ing or trial to be taken and had before the Judge of nnother
judicial district, whose duty upon such order it shall be to
appoint & term in the county and district where such pro-
ceedings originated, for such purpose; Provided, also, That
the laws applicable to a change of venue shall apply to ac-
tions brought under this Chapter; And provided alse, That
nothing in this Act shall prevent the District Judge of the
district in which any such lands are sitnated, from executing
sny and all conveyances of such lands, pursuant to the deter-
mination of such action. The lots, parcels or shares, and the
interest or cetate therein, which = party to such action as
is herein provided for, claims to be entitled to, shall be stated
in the complaint therein, and the fact shall be allezed that
the defendant claima some interest or estate in the said lands,
or some portion thereof. The defendant shall answer the
complaint within {wenty days atter the service of the sum-
mous and complaint upon him, and he may in such answer,
digclaim any inferest or estate in the lands described in the
complaint, or any portion thereof; and in such cases the
answer shall determine the action in faver of the plain-
tiff to the extent of such disclaimer. In case any defend-
ant in such action ghall deny the plaintiff’s right or claim
in the lands, or in auy part, parcel or share of the lands de-
scribed in the complaint, he or she shall specify his or her
right, interest or egtate which he or she claims therein, or the
anawer, to the extent of such denial, may be stricken ont on
motion of the plaintiff, and judgment rendered in his favor.
The pleadings in such actions shall be verified by affidavit, in
the same manner and to the same extent ag in other civil ge-
tions, and they shall be construed with reference to the sub-
stance thereof, disregarding all technical or formal defects,
not affecting the substance or merits of the matters in con-
troversy therein.

Sgc. 2. This Act shall apply to all actions now pending
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in the Courts of this State, and shail take effect from and
